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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action follows a response filed on October 26, 2006. Claim 1 was amended, 
and new claims 1 1-13 were added. Claims 1-3 and 5-13 are pending. 



Claim Objections 

1. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: Please replace "contain" 
with "contains." Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. The lower limit of 0.1 mm, recited in claim 7, lies beyond the 
range set forth in the parent claim. 

3. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 3 of the claim, it 
appears that "volume" should be replaced with "weight." Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over KR 
2003-30306 in view of Sasanuma et al (JP 63-239052). 

The Korean document discloses a composition for making artificial stone comprising 25- 
35 wt % of rubble aggregate having a particle size of 1-5 mm, 18-28 wt % of rubble aggregate 
having a particle size of 5-10 mm, and 31-86 wt % of silica having a particle size of 80-100 |im. 
The composition also includes 8-12 wt % of unsaturated polyester (polymerizable component), 
and 0.04-0.06 wt % of dispersant (see abstract). The document is silent with respect to the nature 
of the dispersant component. Sasanuma et al teaches a method for making artificial marble 
containing metal flake and silica of disparate particle size and specific gravity (page 3 and 5 of 
translation). The inventors discovered that polycarboxylic polymer surfactant, commercially 
available as Homogenol L-18" is a useful dispersant in that it prevents flocculating and 
precipitating of filler (page 8). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
to use the dispersant of Sasanuma et al as the dispersant component in the primary reference in 
order to prevent precipitation and flocculation of filler, especially since it has been shown to 
work well in the prior art. As such, one having ordinary skill in the art would have expected 
such a substitution to work with a reasonable expectation of success since it has been shown to 
work with other artificial marble product. It is noted that Sasanuma et al is silent with regard to 
the molecular weight of the polycarboxylic polymer surfactant. However, in view of the fact that 
it is a liquid, one having ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious that the material is 
of low molecular weight, as recited in the instant claims. Since the PTO cannot perform 
experiments, the burden is shifted to the Applicants to establish an unobviousness difference. In 
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re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). In re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 
709, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 

7. Claims 5 and 11-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. The rejection of claims over Makino et al (U.S. 4,229,328) and Okuno et al (U.S. 
5,281,633) has been overcome by amendment.
